WHAT surprised an Englisbman who 
came to America is that at the bars the 
whisky bottle is handed across the 
counter with the request to help your- 
self. Ha says Americans must be a 
sober class of people, for if that sort of 
thing was allowed in England the 
streets would be full of drunkards. 
There are, however, two sides to the 
question. 
The English must not think 
that Americans do not pay for this 
liberty. In England, it is true, the 
liquor is measured, but the price of a 
glass of whisky in England is only from 
4 to 6 cents, while in America it is 10, 
15, and 20 cents. 
The glasses for it in 
this country are so small that even if 
filled to the brim the quantity taken 
leaves the saloonist a very handsome 
orofit. 


AN adventurous Frenchman named 
De Wogan has been wandering about 
the seas aud rivers of the continent dur- 
ing the last two years in a paper boat 
of his own construction. The fragile 
craft has already borne its owner (;ver 
six thousand miles—through the chan- 
nel, by the coast, into creeks, and up 
rivers. 
This novel piece of naval archi- 
tecture is named the Qui-Vive, and is 
shaped like a canoe. It is sixteen feet 
long, two and a half» feet wide, and 
weighs fifty pounds.

AUSTIN OOBBIN indirectly owes his 
Manhattan Beach property to his son, 
a bright lad, known as "Austin the 
Beoond."

"We must rush on them 
now," said the lieutenant to the colo- 
nel, "but we shall lose a number of our 
men." "No occasion," replied the com- 
mander. 
"I'll rush forward myself; 
they'll fire at me and miss me, prob- 
ably, and before they can reload, take 
your men up at the double." 
This 
brave officer exposed himself to the 
rifles of the Communists, and, as he 
predicted, their volley missed him. 
Before the smoke cleared the lieuten- 
ant was through the barricade, which 
he carried with the loss of one man. 
The colonel spoken of is now General 
Boulanger, French Minister of War. 


AT private parties in Paris a little 
trick is now very commonly performed 
which a conjuror has lately brought 
into vogue. 
A lady in the company is 
requested to seiit herself in a bamboo 
chair, when she is covered with a large 
shawl, under which the general out- 
line of her figure is distinctly visible. 
The performer then claps his handa 
thrice, lifts up the shawl, and the lady 
has disappeared. 
A few days ago Vis- 
count T., who had learned the trick, 
invited a numerous company to his 
house in order to experiment on his 
wife. Everything passed off success- 
fully.

PHILIP H. WXLCH. 


The subject of the above illustration is 
known as the "Queer "Wrinkle" man of The 
New York Sun. Mr. Welch waa bom in 
Angelica, Allegany county, N. Y., in 1849, 
and now at the aj^eof 37 years, and after but 
five years of journalistic service, is at the 
head of his special line of work. He was 
commercially educated and for twelve years 
was connected with the hardware business in 
New York, eight years of which time were 
spent as a commercial traveler through the 
west and south. His entry into journalism 
was through the last door by which a funny 
man is looked for—that of plain dry statis- 
tics. Leaving New York through business 
changes, he located in Oil City, Pa., and 
thence quite by chance sent oil market re- 
ports to Bradstreets. One or two other brief 
connections with newspapers followed till 
the

But 
a 
little 
over 
a 
year 
from 
the 
time 
his 
maiden 
manuscript was printed Mr. Welch went on 
the Rochester Post-Express as associate edi- 
tor, Here he developed his gift for humor- 
ous writing. In a short time "The Present 
Hour" department of the Post-Express began 
to be largely quoted by the press. In Sep- 
tember, 1883, the Philadelphia Call wanted 
and got him. He became a member of the 
initial staff of that paper, and from the first 
issue its "Accidentally Overheard" column 
was widely recognized, A few months later, 
in the Juno following, the transfer to The New 
York Sun was made, since which time his 
"Queer Wrinkles" have achieved a national 
reputation. 


Mr. Welch's humor has a fine, dry flavor, 
and the chestnut bell is rarely rung in his 
facc. His work is characterize«! by a touch 
of human nature which elevates it above mere 
joking and gives it more than a transitory ef- 
fect. He possesses to a remarkable degree the 
quality of conciseness of expression and 
leaves enough to the imagination of his 
reader to pay him the subtle «ompUment of 
penetration. 


For something over a year Mr. Welch had 
been troubled with cancer of the tongue, and 
was finally compelled to undergo a severe 
surgical oiieration. The greater part of his 
tongue was taken out. The operation was 
successfully performed last July, and while 
his speech is somewhat impaired he can make 
himself plainly understood. 


The following are a few of Mr. Welch's 
paragraphs that have been published by The 
New York Sun:

On the admission of Nebraska 
aa a state he took a seat in congress as senator 
for the term ending in 1871. In 1875 he was 
appointed governor oi Wyoming territory.

honorable 
distino- 
tion in his profes- 
sion. 
In 1884 he 
was 
president 
of 
the Alabama State 
Bar association. He 
has been twice 
N. B. 
R. DAWSON. 
member of the Ala- 
bama legislature, and was speaker of the 
house in 1880-1. 


Col. Dawson served in the Confederate 
army. 
He was a member of the Charleston 
convention in 1861. In 1872 he was a Demo- 
cratic presidential elector, and iu 1880 he 
managed President Cleveland's campaign in 
Alabama. 
He has served on educational 
boards in the south, having been trustee of 
the imiversity at Sewajiee, Tenn., and of the 
University of Alabama since 1870. 


Finally, he is said to bear a remarkable re- 
semblance to Bismarck. 
It is to be hoped the 
likeness will not spoil him.

Beiug, by 
virtue of gradua- 
tion, a second lieu-' 
tenant, he went, im- 
mediately on leav- 
ing West Point, to 
BRIO. GKN. WILLCOX. 
Mexico, andjsaw the last little end of the war 
there. 


He had after that ten years of military life 
partly in garrisons and partly among the In- 
dians. He was one of the military called out 
in the Anthony Bums riot at Boston in 1854, 
and he took part in 
the Billy Bowlegs 
Florida war. 


After that he resigned from the army and 
intended to settle peaceably to the practice of 
law in Detroit. 
But the civil war broke out 
and he offered his services onco more to the 
government. 
His life was one round of fight- 
ing and hardship. 
He was imprisoned in the 
south for thirteen months following the bat- 
tle of Bull Run, at which he was seriously 
wounded and captureti. 
He rose afterward 
to be a brigadier general of volunteers. 
He 
distinguished himself tiU the closc. of the war 
and was one of the first to enter Petersb»u-g.
